Regarding Applicant's arguments on page 2, lines 3-6 that Garfinkle does not disclose video content selected by a controller located 
remotely from a televsion, Applicant should note that the central station of Garfinkle's system "retrieves the product from product store 12 
and transmits it... to the ordering site 18..." (see Garfinkle, col 5, lines 3-8). Therefore, given the broadest reasonable interpretation of the 
limitation, "content selected...", as recited in claim 1, Garfinkle's system reads on the claimed limitation. 

Regarding Applicant's arguments on page 3, line 21 - page 4, line 8, that Garfinkle does not disclose any user-provided control inputs 
transmitted from the user site 18 to the central station 10, or received at the central station 10 and used to select content there, Applicant 
should note that Garfinkle's system does disclose user-provided control inputs (user request, see col 4, lines 1-6) transmitted from the user 
site 18 to the central station 10 (see col 5, lines 3-5), or received at the central station 10 (see col 5, lines 3-5) and used to select content 
there (see col 5, lines 3-9). 
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
